SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC HAS 
ILL EFFECTS ON INDIANS 


Several Tribes Almost Mbliterated—Small White Popula- 
tion Also Seriously Affected—Old Style Stove of 


Selkirk Settlement Da

In the fall of 1870 shortly after 
we arrived in Winntpeg, word came 
from the West of the frightful rave 
ages of a smallpox epidemic which 
prevailed all over the coustry from 
Fort Carlton west to the mountains 
and from the international boun- 
dary line north to a point some dis- 
tance beyond = the Saskatchewau 
river The news stated that the In- 
dians were dying by hundreds, and 
that the smal] white population alss 
was being decimated, and fran.iv 
appeals were made for relief.

Manitoba College Established 
The Presbyterian church establish - 
jed Manitoba College in this home of 
|Presbyterianism in the West in Sep- 
jtember 1871, when it opened, with 
ix students. I also in January ‘72 
j;became a pupil of that institution 
jand continued to be so up to the 
time when it was removed to Win- 
|nipeg. During the time that I was 
attending the college in Kildonan, 1 
became very well acquainted with 
inearly every resident of the parish 
‘and as I have already said they were 
a most delightful people and eome 
of the happiest recollections of my 
(boyhood are linked up with those of 
ithis little Scottish settlement. When 
they came to Red river they travel- 
led by-way-of the Hudson's Bay and 
Lake Winnipere and some of the 
privations they suffered make tne 
hardships of our more modern pion- 
eering seem insignificant in com- 
parison.

The Old Style Stove 

| Y cannot leave this old settlement 
| without mentioning the heatin 
jstoves which were to be found tn 
every house from one end of the 
parish to the other. These stoves 
were brought in, in the early history 
of the settlement by the Hudson's 
Bay Company when its supplies were 
all freighted by-way-of the Hud- 
son's Bay Nelson river and every- 
thir had to be handled on the port- 
ages many times. The sides as well 
as the top and bottom were of per- 
fectly smooth cast fron and even 
the legs were devoid of the usual 
little ornaments to which we have 
been accustomed 
that by taking out a few bolts the 
stove could be placed in a box not 
more than 5 inches in depth and just 
large enough to hold various pieces 
required to make up the complete 
stove when it was put together, and 
consequently was so compact that It 
could easily be toted over the pc 
age. These stoves were made tr 
Three Rivers, Que,, and were called 
the Three Rivers stove On the 
smooth top of these stoves the set 
tlers were wont to make their scones 
of which I cherish many happy 
memories. As it had no oven and 
there were comparatively few cook 
stoves used at that oarly day on 
account of the extreme cost, what 
was called “barn” bread was not 
frequently met with but instead 
bannocks baked before the chimney 
fire. Some time in the winter or 
‘71-72 a concert party came dow" 
from Winnipeg and gave an enter 
tainment in the auditorium of the 
college. One of the numbers was a 
selection upon the bagpipes by one 
John Hackett, who had been a piper 
In the Imperial service. It appeared
